OTHING has 
created so much 
interest in Air 
Mail circles in 
the past month 
as the lost Mexi- 

ean Air Mail. Miss Anna 4 
Schafer of Akron, and Mr. Wil- 
liam D. Preston of Cleveland, have 
both sent clippings of a story in 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer, that 
is so human and so interesting that 
we reprint it complete. 

“Thousands of air mail stamp 
collectors throughout the country 
are smiling again. The lost has 
been found. The very nifty cov- 
ers (you’d call ’em envelopes un- 
less you were a stamp bug) which 
they sent on the plane which car- 
ried the first mail from Browns- 
ville, Tex., to Mexico City on 
March 10 have just come back 
home after a long journey. The 
collectors, now that they have 
gloated sufficiently long, are put- 
ting ’em in the books and figuring 
prices. 

Lindbergh flew the plane which 
opened Foreign Air Mail Route 
No. 8, you recall, and collectors, 


knowing he would, addressed ever 
so many letters to themselves in 
care of the United States Embassy, 
Mexico City. 

The collectors noted with pleas- 
ure that Lindbergh made the trip 
successfully and paid no more at- 
tention to the matter for the im- 
mediate time being. Several days 
later they started watching for the 
postman. A week rolled around 
and some of ’em began to wear 
long faces. 

Two weeks passed; no covers 
had been returned and the collec- 
tors, looking positively ill, began 
writing letters to the United 
States Embassy in Mexico City. 

Three weeks passed, and poor 
Mr. Frederick P. Hibbard, second 
secretary of the embassy was al- 
most snowed under. Clearly some- 
thing had to be done, for this was 
infinitely more disconcerting than 
the Civil War about him. Letters, 
letters, letters. The embassy was 
quite snowed under. 

“We’ve got to find those covers,” 
said the entire embassy, or words 
to that effect.

Somebody went down to the air 
field. 

“Oh indeed no,” said the clerk. 
“We haven’t even seen so much 
as a cover addressed to so and so.” 

So the embassy thought and 
thought and received more letters 
from heart broken collectors and 
finally on April 12, somebody said: 
“We might look in the plane.” 

“Agreed,” said practically every- 
body. ‘We will look in the plane.” 

So they looked in the plane 
when it came in, and sure enough, 
right inside one of the wings they 
found three sacks of mail which 
had been riding back and forth 
from Texas to Mexico for 33 days. 

One of the undersecretaries tore 
into the bag with feverish hands 
and when he saw a familiar name 
he said :“Eureka,” and when he 
saw another he said: “Hosanna” 
and when he saw a third he cried 
“Excelsior” and finally he turned 


to his colleagues and_ shouted: 
“This is it. Give me a drink of 
water.” 


Of course the Mexican officials 
were deeply chagrined, and did 
their best to remedy the situation.

“Due to the misplacing of three 
sacks of mail in the wings of the 
airplane making the first flight 
from Brownsville to Mexico City,” 
wrote Mr. Hibbard in part, “these 
covers have just been received by 
the embassy, which regrets the de- 
lay incurred in returning them.” 
He signed the letter: “I am sir, 
your obedient servant.”

Mr. Hibbard wrote ever so many 
letters. He was glad to get the 
thing off his chest. 


In addition to Second Secretary 
Hibbard’s message, a number of 
Cleveland collectors got another 
letter from Mr. William Dawson, 
American consul general, likewise 
of Mexico City. Dated April 18, 
it said in part: 

“In this connection I may be 
permitted to state that the num- 
erous requests received from col- 
lectors seriously interfere with 
the regular duties of this office. 
I trust that you and your friends 
will refrain from calling upon it 
again for assistance of similar na- 
ture in the event that additional 
air lines to Mexico City should be 
established.” 

Now don’t be blaming Col. Lind- 
bergh for the mess. A mail pilot, 
says W. L. Smith, superintendent 
of the National Air Transport Co., 
which operates out of Cleveland, 
simply acts in the capacity of an 
engineer. He doesn’t put the mail 
in the plane and he doesn’t take 
it out. He doesn’t even handle the 
bill of lading. It’s put in a little 
compartment in the plane by a 
mail clerk and removed by a mail 
clerk. No, no, don’t be blamink 
Augustus.”

As a collector of United States 
I have added a very interesting 
side line to my collection in the 
way of “Metered Mail Indicia” as 
most collectors are familiar with 
these imprints I will not describe 
them except to mention that the 
United States described below are 
the Type “E” variety that was 
adopted December 8, 1921. 

I do not collect the many dif- 
ferent meter numbers which run 
up to several thousand but my col- 
lection consists of the Different 
Denominations, colors, etc., (re- 
gardless of meter number or what 
city issued them), these are cut 
2 by 4 inches and when neatly 
mounted make very attractive 
pages in an album. 

Do not confuse “Metered Mail’ 
with “Non-Metered Mail” if you do 
not see “Meter” printed in the in- 
dicia it’s pretty sure to be a “Non- 
Metered Mail” specimen—these 
come in different denominations 
too. 

I am listing below the various 
denominations of meters, which 
have been placed in service to date 
in this country, Canada and Great 
Britain.

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METHOD OF PRECANCELLING 
BUREAU PRINTS 


Mr. E. J. Newcomer of Tacoma, 
Wash., calls my attention to the 
fact that plates for coils are 30 
subject plates and not 25-subject 
as stated in my last article. Fur- 
thermore he states that this error 
was made in all writeups and Bu- 
reau Prints catalogs that appeared 
so far. He kindly sends me a let- 
ter written by Mr. H. M. South- 
gate of Washington, D. C., who 
had the opportunity to verify this 
at the Bureau of Printing and En- 
graving. It is such an interesting 
letter that I take the liberty to re- 
print part of it for the benefit of 
the Bureau Print collectors. 

“Ordinaries” are precanceled by 
plates 10-subjects wide and 5-sub- 
jects deep. Two plates make up 
the circumference, the split on the 
plate being parallel to the diam- 
eter of the roll. Four plates are 
used in a set in pairs, side by side, 
so that at a single revolution of 
the precanceling roll one half a 
Post Office sheet of 400 is pre- 
canceled. As the stamp is im- 
pressed on the sheet in an upright 
position and the precanceling bar 
crosses the stamp horizontally and 
the bar is 10 subjects wide and a 
sheet of 100 is 10 subjects wide, 
there can be no gap on the “Ordi- 
naries”. 

The only normal variety of “Or- 
dinary” precanceling would occur 
where the precanceling roll was 
improperly registered with the 
stamp printing plate. There is in 
the “Ordinary” stamp, 400-plate 
sheets, a margin between the upper 
and lower panes of about % in. 
and allowance has to be made in 
the design of the roll for this, to 
obtain proper registration of the 
precancelation in the center of the 
stamp. Occasionally, through in- 
correct set-up, this does not regis- 
ter and the space between adja- 
cent rows of precancelation would 
be increased above the normal by 
the width of the margin. We sel- 
dom see this, as we do not get the 
precancels in sheets, but I have 
copies of exactly the same thing 
on the Molly Pitchers and know 
of their occurring on the Hawaiian 
overprints. Whenever a_ single 
copy is found with the cancela- 
tion very high or low on the stamp 
this is probably the cause. 

The coil stereotypes are 30-sub- 
ject plates, 5 subjects high and 6 


subjects wide, as you face the sub- 
ject. These stereotypes are placed 
as are those for the “Ordinaries”’, 
taking 12 subjects sidewise in the 
2 plates to wrap completely around 
the roll. The coil printing plates 
are, always have been since they 
were made for the rotary press, 
170-subject plates, 10 subjects 
high and 17 subjects long; but, as 
they are overprinted sidewise on 
the roll of paper and not upright 
as in the case of the “Ordinaries” 
the precanceling bars run around 
the curve parallel to the sides of 
the roll of paper. As each bar 
is only 6 subjects wide there is 
a break until it meets the next 
bar, unless the machining of the 
stereotype has been done with 
more accuracy than usual. The 
pime requirement is to have the 
stereotype fit the rolls securely, 
and the exact registration of the 
ends of the precanceling bars is 
not a matter in which the Bureau 
is at all interested, providing it 
is fairly close. This is attained 
without any special attention be- 
ing given to it. 

As there are no margins be- 
tween panes of the coil stamps, 
the only division between plates 
is shown by the line of color which 
gives the “line” variety, which ap- 
pears every 17th stamp. The lack 
of a margin between panes obvi- 
ates the necessity of registration 
between the stamp printing roll 
and the precanceling roll, so there 
does not have to be any fixed re- 
lation between the number of sub- 
jects on the precanceling coil ste- 
reotypes and the subject on the 
stamp plate. 


WATERLOO BUREAU PRINTS 


The supply of 2c Perf. 10 Bu- 
reau Prints is exhausted at the 
Waterloo, Iowa, postoffice. A sup- 
ply of local printed 2c precancels 
has been placed on sale and our 
correspondent states that it is 
doubtful if a further supply of 2c 
Bureau Prints will be obtained. 
There is still a supply of le Bu- 
reaus on hand but local printed 1c 
stamps are also being used. 1%c 
Bureaus in sheets have been obso- 
lete for some time and no more 
are likely to be ordered. There are 
still some 1%ce coils in the Water- 
loo office and when these are sold 
out, it is unlikely that another 
supply will be ordered.

It is a well known fact that the 
old precancels are not only scarce 
but most interesting on account 
of fancy types being used in the 
early stage of precanceling. Jack- 
son, Mich., type I is one of them 
and will not only prove a good in- 
vestment but also will make a nice 
album page, that is if you are 
able to get them. 

This town gave collectors quite 
a surprise last summer when of a 
sudden there appeared some cur- 
rent issues with this old type over- 
print which was used only on the 
1898 and 1902 issues. 

As the story goes the old U-1 
plate was damaged on the two 
lower rows and the office had or- 
dered another plate to replace the 
damaged one. 

One day while one of the clerks 
was making a cleanup he run 
across the old plate used on the 
1902 issues and thinking that it 
was a new plate just sent in from 
the department he took it to the 
printer to have some stamps pre- 
eanceled of which the stock was 
low. It is said that this plate was 
entirely new even without any 
dust, so it is possible that two 
plates existed of type I, but only 
one being used. 

The following stamps were over- 
printed: 1%c, 3c, 8c, 10c, all rotary 
11x10% and the current 15¢ and 
25c. 

One package of each (10,000 
stamps to the package) of the 1%&c 
normal, 14¢c inverted, 3c normal, 
8c inv. 10¢ inv. 

5000 of the 15¢ and a few sheets 
of the 25c. 

The International Harvester Co. 
used the 1%4c, 3c, 8c and 10c, Bee 
Supply Co., 14%4c also some other 
smaller permit holders were fur- 
nished with the above values. 


The 15¢ and 25¢ were used by 
the Consumers Power Co., but very 
few of these two values were real- 
ly used in the regular course of 
business. Two local speculators 
(not precancel collectors) bought 
the entire supply of these two 
values and are holding them for 
future business. 


_ Another interesting fact is that 
15% of the 3c, 8c and 10c have 
perforated initials I. H. C. (Inter- 
national Harvester Co.) this of 
course makes the perfect copies 
more valuable. Just recently one 
copy of each the 8c and 10c was 
auctioned off at the Chicago Pre- 
cancel club meeting. The 8c 
brought $1.25 while the 10c went 
as high as $1.50. The 8c catalogs 
but 65 cents and the 10¢ only 50c, 
So you see the catalog don’t mean 
anything if it comes to stamps 
that are popular and of course 
they will have to go higher yet 
considering the fact that only such 
a small amount was used.

It should be noted that the mail 
carried is to be restricted to un- 
registered mail. On former flights 
of the Zeppelin there seems to 
have been considerable mail lost 
or miscarried and plans have been 
made by some parties to register 
mail on future trips. It would 
seem therefore that registered 
mail will not be carried. This is 
no doubt done to lessen the liabili- 
ty in case of loss. Should the 
great ship become lost or de- 
stroyed, the indemnity for regis- 
tered mail would amount to a con- 
siderable sum whereas if the mail 
is unregistered, there can be no 
indemnity collected.

LINDBERGH’S HOME IS SOLD 


Birthplace to Serve as Club, 


Memorial 


The three-story brick house at 
1120 West Forest avenue in which 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh was 
born, has been purchased by the 
Swedish Engineering Society, of 
Detroit, and will be preserved as a 
memorial to the famous aviator. 

The society will take possession 
of the property October 1, Carl B. 
Parsons, chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the organiza- 
tion, said last night. 

The society, which has a mem- 
bership limited to 50, all of Swed- 
ish descent or Swedish connection, 
has long been seeking a site for 
permanent club quarters,” he said. 

“The suggestion that the birth- 
place of Colonel Lindbergh be ac- 
quired met with the enthusiastic 
approval of the members of the 
society, for the famous flier is of 
the blood of old Sweden through 
his father. 


STAMPS PROPOSED FOR 
CASIMIR PULASKI 


A bill has been introduced in 
the House of Representatives at 
Washington, to issue a_ special 
postage stamp commemorating the 
death of Brigadier General Casi- 
mir Pulaski. 

A national celebration is to be 
held at Savannah, Georgia, on 
October 11, 1929, in commemora- 
tion of the 150th anniversary of 
the death of Pulaski. 

A very interesting and brief ac- 
count of the life of Pulaski is 
given in the New International 
Encyclopedia. We quote this in 
full for the benefit of our readers. 

“Casimir Pulaski, born 1748, died 
1779. A Polish soldier in the 
American Revolution. He was born 
in Podolia, Poland, the son of 
Count Joseph Pulawski. Casimir 
joined enthusiastically in the 
movement to liberate his country 
and fought heroically in the un- 
equal struggle against the Rus- 
Slans, rising to the rank of com- 
mander in chief of the patriot 
forces. He was accused unjustly 
of complicity in the plot to abduct 
King Stanislas Poniatowski from 
Warsaw (1771), was outlawed and 
deprived of his estates. Escaping 
to Turkey, he passed thence to 
France, where he was induced by 
Franklin and the French Ministry 
to assist the Americans against 
England. He arrived in Phila- 
delphia in 1777, served first as a 
volunteer, and then, for his gal- 
lantry at the battle of Brandywine, 


“He is the type of engineer-pilot 
much admired by all members of 
the engineering profession, and 
everyone respects and admires him 
and wants to do him honor. 

“It is not the purpose of the 
society to convert the home into 
a Lindbergh museum, open to the 
public. It will be open only to 
members of the society and their 
invited guests. While a number 
of Lindbergh memorials will be 
placed in the house, the place will 
maintain the atmosphere of a 
home, rather than a public show 
place.” 

Although Lindbergh’s home was 
in Minnesota, Mrs. Lindbergh was 
in the home of her father, Dr. 
Land, at the time of young 
Charles’ birth, A few months 
later she returned to Minnesota 
with her son. 

It was more than a score of 
years later that he next visited 
the home in which he was born. 
when on August 10, 1927, he came 
to Detroit as the most famous 
youth in the world.

the seige of Savannah and during 
the attack of October 9, was mort- 
ally wounded.”

A resolution has been introduced 
in the House of Representatives 
at Washington by a Mr. Eaton of 
Colorado to provide for the issu- 
ance of a special series of postage 
stamps illustrating the Mount of 
the Holy Cross in the State of 
Colorado. 

Holy Cross Mountain is a cele- 
brated peak of the Rocky Mount- 
ains in Colorado. It is situated in 
Eagle County in the central part 
of the state, fifteen miles north- 
west of Leadville. Its height is 
14,170 feet. It derives its name 
from two snow filled ravines, which 
cross each other at right angles 
and present from a distance the 
appearance of a white cross.

A very pleasing idea is to look 
for those stamps which advertise 
their country’s products and oc- 
cupations. Cotton is shown on a 
French Togo 2 centime stamp. 
Rice is seen on the 30-cent Chinese 
republic stamp. Belgian Congo 
shows basket making, wood carv- 
ing, etc. Mozambique gives us, in 
stampic designs, tobacco, tapping 
rubber, and so on. An oil town 
with oil derrick is shown on an 
Azerbaijan postage stamp. There 
are many more, a great number of 
them agricultural. 





You folks might try finding 
stamps cancelled with advertising 
slogans, These are unique. “Your 
postman sells stamps” is found on 
a Canadian 2 cent issue. “Visit 
Hawaii National Park” is found on 
a U. S. stamp from Hawaii. Have 
you ever seen an American stamp 
with “World’s Fair St. Louis” as 
the cancellation? There are many 
in foreign languages too, that 
could be saved for curiosities.

There 
was no enclosed cabin in this, the 
engineer (who was also fireman) 
standing on an open platform.

UNSOLICITED APPROVALS 


A resolution (610) has been in- 
troduced in the Senate at Washing- 
ton by Mr. Hayden to prohibit the 
sending of unsolicited merchan- 
dise through the mails. 

This resolution is no doubt spon- 
sored chiefly as a result of the 
practice of manufacturers of neck- 
ties and other merchadise, of send- 
ing goods to different addresses 
without an order for same and 
trusting to the honesty of the 
party receiving the goods to either 
pay for or return the same. The 
same practice has been indulged 
in by manufacturers of Christmas 
cards, around the holiday seasons. 

Should this bill become law, it 
will make the sending of unsolicit- 
ed approval lots of stamps, unlaw- 
ful, and should do much to break 
up this practice which is indulged 
in chiefly by stamp dealers cater- 
ing to the younger trade.

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PHILADELPHIA STAMP CLUB 


The meeting of the Philadelphia 
Chapter 18, A. P. S. was called to 
order in the Club Room of the 
Philadelphia Stamp Club, at 8:30 
p. m., April 18th, by President 
Philip Dengler. 

The first business was the elec- 
tion of a Secretary-Treasurer: Mr. 
Hopkins being forced to resign, 
as he is leaving the district to live 
‘somewhere’ where it is perma- 
nently warm! Mr. Philip H. Ward, 
Jr., seconded by Mr. Eugene Klein, 
nominated Rev. C. C. Silvester, 
who was unanimously elected. 

The President then recognized 
Mr. Klein, who said he had a most 
unpleasant matter to lay before 
the meeting, which he greatly re- 
gretted, but felt compelled to do 
owing to an action taken at the 
January meeting. At that meet- 
ing nominations were made for 
officers of the national society, 
among others Mr. Harry M. Kon- 
wiser as Director-at-Large. He 
then read letters, written by Mr.

Ward, somewhat incoherent and 
erratic in spelling, containing 
statements and suggestions such 
that the members desired to take 
some action as to their previous 
nomination of Mr. Konwiser. Af- 
ter some discussion, Mr. Klein was 
asked to put the suggested action 
in the form of a motion and moved 
as follows:— 

“That Chapter 18, A. P. S., with- 
draw their nomination of Mr. 
Harry M. Konwiser for the office 
of Director-at-Large for conduct 
not in the best interests of the 
American Philatelic Society.” 

The motion was seconded by Dr. 
Geo. W. Mitchell and passed by 
the chapter ‘unanimously’. 

The chapter then approved the 
nomination, made by Mr. Ward, 
seconded by Mr. S. Gittis, of Mr. 
H. L. Lindquist of New York, as 
Director-at-Large.

the nomination of Mr. Konwiser 
and also, with copies of the letters 
read, to the President, Secretary 
and Board of Vice-Presidents of 
the American Philatelic Society. 

Mr. Philip H. Ward, Jr. then ex- 
hibited one volume from the U.S. 
collection of Mr. Edw. R. Wood, 
Jr., which was awarded a Gold 
Medal at the New York Exhibition. 
This volume contained the issues 
from 1867 to 1890, with one page 
from the 1901 issue. The out- 
standing pieces were the 5c ’67 
grilled all over, the Special Prints 
of ’75 on hard paper and of ’80 
on soft paper, including the rare 
2e and 5e on both papers. The 
most remarkable page was that of 
the 1901 issue. This showed the 
Pan-American inverted centers, 
mint singles of the lc, 2c and 4c 
and mint blocks of four of each. 
Of the 2c only one other block is 
known to exist. A conservative 
estimate of the value of this page 
is $25,000. 

Mr. Lauren Tremper then ex- 
hibited his collection of ‘Bureau 
Prints’, stating that of 1342 va- 
rieties he had 1134. The notable 
pieces were the lc Liberty, 1c New 
Britain, 12c Springfield and two 
copies each of the 4c Dallas and 
4c Newark. 

Dr. E. Lindauer showed some 
unusual covers, including one 
mailed in Florida, bearing a Cuban 
stamp. This was mailed to settle 
a wager and was received in New 
York, unnoticed by the Postal 
authorities. 

Dr. Mitchell then showed some 
very interesting items, one a cov- 
er, bearing Mexican ‘Sonora’ 
stamps, which according to Scott’s 
Catalog, were never postally used; 
also a number of U. S. covers with 
unusual cancellations, among 
other, skull and crossbones, fly- 
ing dove, General Banks Division, 
etc. 

There were some 30 members 
and visitors in attendance. 

The next meeting will be held 
on May 16th, when Mr. Eugene 
Klein will be the exhibitor.

GUATEMALA 


We have been shown the trian- 
gular Guatemala official stamps. 
One of the sides are a trifle wider 
than the current 2c stamp. The 
center design is a circle showing 
the national coat of arms, the 
quetzal, used so often on earlier 
issues. The figures of value are 
in each of the lower corners and 
at the apex is a panel reading 
“U. P. U. 1926.” Bears the im- 
print of De la Rue which in itself 
is indicative of fine engraving. 
The European papers gave a list 
of denominations running up to 
$50 gold, but we are officially in- 
formed that the denominations are 
only 1, 2, 3, 5, 10, and 25c. The 
stamps are not sold to the public.
